Chris Von der Ahe and several of his 
friends were drinking wine in the Sports- 
man's Park saloon, when approsched by a 
reporter shortly after 9 o’clock last night. 
At first he refused absolutely to discuss the 
suit which he had instituted against his son, 


but he relaxed somewhat and consented to 
answer a few questions.

When questioned about his financial af 
fairs, Mr. Von der Ahe refused to either af- 
firm or deny that the bank was carrying him 
for $44,000 or any other sum, or that the ball 
park was bonded for $20,900.

Even if such 
was indeed the case, he failed to see that 
the public had any interest in the matter he 
said, and would consequently decline to dis- 
cuss it lu any way. 


DUE TO INJURIES. 
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John Conway’s Death Was Not Caused 
by Drink. 


Dr. Charles A. Frank helda post mortem 
examination last nightat the Morgue on the 
body of John Conway of 1611 O’Fallon street, 
who died on Friday at the Olty Hos- 
pital, where he was taken 
last Monday, having been found 


in an unconscious condition at Tenth street 
and Lucas avenue with cuts and bruises on 
als head. Thomas Owens, colored, living on 
Tenth street, between Morgan street and 
Lucas avenue, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on suspicion of having 
assaulted Conway. The post mortem 
disclosed that Conway died of compression 
of the brain following meningeal hemor- 
rbage, cuused by an injury tothe head, ap- 
parentiy produced by a fall. There isan 
abrasion on the right side of the chin, caused 
by a blow, and the injury to the head isin 
the back onthe left lower side. Owen, the 
oliee state, admits that he struck 
onway and knocked him down, but 
Claims that he did it in self-defense. The 
firstinformation of the assault on Conway 
was yesterday morning when William Van 
Doeren of 1811 O'Fallon street called at the 
Coroner’s office and stated that a bar 
ber on Lucas avenue near lenth 
street told him that Conway haa 
been assaulted by a gang of 
negroes. Conway was 68 years old and mar 
ried. The hospital physicians thought al- 
coholism might have caused death, but the 
post-mortem examination proved other- 
wise. Owens will probably be held to aus- 
wer for the death.

Atty.-Gen. Moloney Asks That It Be 
Declared Void. 


ITS PROVISIONS, IT I8 CLAIMED, HAVE 
BEEN GROSSLY VIOLATRD. 


The Limite Prescribed by the Legisiat- 
ure Whelly Disregarded—Thné con 
pany, the Attermey-General Claims, 
Has Ne Right te Exercise the Rights 
of a Manicipality—Text ef the Chief 
Peiats im the Petition. 


Cuicaco, II., Aug. 11.—There is danger 
ahead for the Puliman Palace Oar Uo.’s 
charter. Atty.-Gen. Moloney of liiinots at 
noon to-day fied a petition asking that the 
charter be declared void, on the grounds 
that its provisions have been violated. 

The Attorney-General, in his petition and 
information, set forth that the Pullman 
Palace Car Co. was organized under a special 
ect of the Legisiature of the State of Illinois, 
approved February 22, 1887, with a capital 
stock of $100,000, with power to increase it at 
Will. The act graute the corporation power 
to manufacture, construct and purchase 
railway cars with all convenient append- 
ages, and supplies for persons traveling 
therein, and the same it may sell or use, or 
permit to de used, in such manner and upon 
such terms as the said company may think 
at and proper. and to purchase, acquire 
aud hold such real estate as may de deemed 
necessary forthe successful prosecution of 
their business, and may have power to 8011 
and convey the ame. 

BASIS OF THE PETITION. 

The information quotes these provisions 
and continues: That under and by virtue of 
the power conferred by sec. 2 of said act, 
the capital stock of said company has been 
from time to time increased until it has a 
capital stock of millions of dollars, the exact 
amount of which is to your petitioner un - 
Known. Petitioner further gives the court 
to understand and de informed 
that notwithstanding the fact that 
said act of the Legisiature 
limits the power of the said 
company, it has not regarded said limita- 
tion, Dut has without authority or warrant 
of law usurped and exercised and still 
usurps and exercises the right to buy and 
own large tracts of real estate within an 
adjacent town to the city of Chicago, in said 
county, and to erect thereon. churches, 
school houses, theater or theaters, hotel or 
hotels, apartment and dwelling houses, 
and a large and valuable business 
block in the oity of Ohtcagoj that 
said company rents the said building which 
it so owns, as aforesaid, fora large amount 
of money, the exactamountof which Is to 
your petittoner unknown; that the erection 
of said churches, school-houses, theater or 
theaters, hotel or hotels, apartment and 
dwelling houses, and said large and valuable 
business biock in the city of Chicago are not 
incident to or necessary tothe manufacture, 
construction and purchasing of rallway 
cars, with all convenient 
and supplies for persons therein, or 
to the sale or use thereof, and 


that the sale of said real estate and the 
erection of said bulidings and houses thereon 
by said company is wholly without anda 
fureign to the purpose for which said com- 
pany was organized by the act of the 
Legislature, and is an assumption of right dy 
sald’ company to exercise privileges not con- 
ferred upon it by said act of the Legisiatufre, 
and tbat said company in exercising such 
powers and privileges has wilfully and ver- 
sistently violated the conditions of its incor: 
poration, and has been and is guilty of 
usurping such powers without any warrant 
or authority of law. 
OVERSTEPPED THE LAW. 


The petition then sets out in detall the 
character and value of the company and 
property, including an office building in 
Chicago worth $2,000,000, three-fourths of 
which it has no use for as a corporation and 
rents to other persons without right or au- 
thority ot law; thatitowns at Pullman Ofty 
acres of land covered with dwellings and 


apartment houses, which it rents without 
authority of law, receiving a large sum there- 
for, as the dQGweilings of 12,000 people; 
that, in the town of Pullman it owns the 
streets and alleys and ornamental grounds 
fifty acres in extent, also without Warrant 
of law, together with fifteen acres on which 
stand the Arcade building, the Hotel Flor- 
ence, two ch@rches, several school-houses 
none ot which are necessary for the page 
of its business, and therefore illegally hela, 
Various other tracts of land, all vacant, are 
cited as unwarrantably hei not Delng 
needed for the transaction of the company’s 
business. Allof this is in addition to the 110 
acres of ground at Pullman which the com- 
Dany uses for shops, storage yards, etc, 

Besides this, the petition alleges, the Pull. 
man company, in usurpation of powers no 
gronted it, owns asd controls the Union 
Foundry and Pallman Car Wheel Co. and fur- 
nishes power tothe Allen Paper Car Wheel 
Oo.; that it owns water heating and gas 
plante from which it derives a revenue. 

The petition continues: poetitwaer 
charges that wy reason of the purchase 
and improvemenn of the real es 
tate by said company, as herein 
before charged, it has become immensely 
rich, and thet by reason of the premises it 
owns millions of dollars worth of p perty 
which it has acquired unlawfully, and that 
the said real estate so held by it and which 
itrents and loans was acquired in open de- 
3 = 22 Which created it, and with 
a persistan sregard for .

The petition, while virtually

This is a proceeding to compel the com- 
pany to show cause why its charter 
should not be revoked. The petition will 
be taken up on Aug. 22. It is now 
not known whenthe Judge of the Circuit 
Court will hear the matter, but it will come 
up before the judge sittingfor emergency 
business.

LAWYER RUNNELLS’ OPIyion, 

In an interview to-night, John 8. Runnells, 

general counsel forthe Pullman Oo., said in 
part that he thinks the charge is based 
upon misapprehension, both of the lad and 
the facts. When inis, the company 
undertook the establishment of a 
large manufacturing plant the 
place selected as the Jocation of the present 
town of Pullman was practically an unoccu- 
pied waste. Granted that the idea was sug- 
gested that the construction of the plant 
did not involve a violation of the law, 
it would seem to follow as a neces- 
sary incident that whatever might be 
essential to the educational, moral and 
physical r of the people to de em- 
ployed there, would not frowned upon by 
the laws of the State. The Question of homes 
for the employes was a ViIt@i one, and in con- 
sidering it the management of the company 
acted upon the theory that the dest 
conditions of living, samitary and other- 
wise, Would soact as to Induce better re- 
sultsin the characters of the operatives, 
employes and the quality of the product as 
workmen. Uniess there de some thing of 
moral turpitude or legal wrong in 
Gevoting a liberal amount of land 
to the creation of a broad space for church 
and school house, fora library and theater, 
It would seem that the hand of the State 
shoulda not be raised in punishment. 


SHREWD FINANCIERING. 


How Pullman Hoodwinked the Stock 
holders of a Rival Company. 


New York, Aug. 11.—George M. Pullman, 
during the recent strike, attempted to turn 
the tide of public opinion, which was setting 
In against him because of his refusal to arbi- 
trate with those whose fate he held in his 
hand, by posing as the protector or trustee 
of the financial interests ofanarmy of wo- 
men and minor children’’ holding stock in 
the company. The following story by Amos 
H. Sheetz of the firm of Austin Obudyke 4 Co. 
of Philadelphia, one of the stockholders of 
the Central Transportation Co. of Pennsyl- 
vania, shows, if true, that while Ppilman 
may find it convenient to profess an 
imperative obligation to protect the inter- 
ests of women and minor children,’’ when 
the question at issue whether or not he 
shall deal more fairly h the employes of 
his company, he has not permitted himself 
to be hampered dy a sease of any sach hon- 
orable obligation, when the question was 
one of *‘absorbing’’ a Competing company. 
Absorbing is one of the kindliest words in 
fnanciering. 

„To us who now bold the stock of the 
Central Transportation Co. of Phfiladel- 
phia,’’ said Mr. sheets, ‘*‘Puliman’s re- 
cent plea for his conduct to his 

the ground that he 
the nancial interests 
of ‘women and minor children’ is hypocrisy 
of the rankest Kind. Ashe has attempted to 
ustify his course, he cannot complain if 
hose representing other women and minor 
children who have unfortunate enough 
to have dealings with Dim strip the cloak of 
hypocrisy from him and show him in his 
true colors. We cannot understand way he 
took such an ill-advised course, for he at 
least must have known how it would sound 
in the Ught of the ast. Metter for 
him had ke preserve golden silence 
in tue quiet seclusion of his pal- 
on the shore of the St. Lawrence. 
Surely with such a powerful corps of legal 
advisers as he had he should have been pre- 
vented from making this blunder. Perhaps 
he had forgotten that there ever was such a 
company as the Central Transportation Co., 
but I do not believe so, and his lawyers cer 
tainly have not. 


ABSORBED A RIVAL. 

Back in 1870 the Puliman company dia not 
have the rights which would enable it to 
reach an Eastern city. Pullman was ex- 
ceedingly anxious to get such rights. At 
that time the Wagner cars ran over the New 
York Central, as they do now. The Wood- 
ruff cars ran over the Erie and the Baltimore 
& Ohio ran its own sleepers. The Central 
company, owning 119 sleeping cars, held the 


rights to run over the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago ana over the Pennsylvania road, 
as well as over other lines. That completely 
shut Puliman out of the East. The Central’s 
rights he particularly wanted, for they hold 
the key to the roads over which he must 
— The stock of the Central Company 
ad been for years as safe an investment as 
Government bonds, and for that reason was 
largely held by women and minor children. 
These who held it never thought of letting it 
unless stern necessity compelled them to. 

t was a gilt-edgeed holding. The Central 
Company then had the right to count among 
its assets, certain sults, which the company 
was bound to win, against Pullman far his 
infringements ofits patent rights on sleep- 
ers. Ihe tempter came to the stockholders 
in the person of Pullman. He made them an 
offer for their invéstments which was so 
liberal that they, believing that the contract 
into whieh they entered with Pullman would 
amply protect them apart from its personal 
Obligation to live up to It, accepted the offer. 
Here is the offer wnich Pullman made, which 
was accepted, put into contract form and 
duly executed tn 1870: 

WHAT PULLMAF PROMISED, 

I, George Pullman, of the allman Car Co., de- 
sire to lease your property, it you will transfer to 
my ¢ompany various eontfeets you mow hold with she 
mUmMerouéd roads over which yen run with your 119

HOW HE FOOLED THEM. 

Thus on the basis of an agreement between 
him and Pennsylvania Rallroad Co., dated 
Jan. 26, 1885, which stated that his rental 
was only $64,000 a year forthe use of his cara 
on the line, he demanded of the Transporta- 
tion company that the rental should be re- 
duced from $264,000 to $66,000 a year, and he 
made that demand withthe knowledge that 
the so-called supplemental agreement made 
the very day afterthe one exhibited, guar- 
anteed the Pullman company an annual 
rental] of $750,000 a year from the railroad 
company. Not one word came from him, 
not a suggestion to show the exceed- 


ingly profitable condition of affairs 
which really existed in his 
relation to the Pennsylvania company. If 
that was nota deliberate attempt to bunco 
I do not understand the term. Of course, the 
stoekholders of the Central Transportation 
Co. were not going to submit to such in- 
justice. They brought suit to recover the 
amount which they were entitled to under 
the agreement with the Pullman compan 
and obtained judgment before the Unit 
States Court in Philadelphia for the amount 
which judgment was immediate] appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Baffled, bat not defeated, and ignoring his 
agreement to return to the stockholders 
thelr property if he became dissatisfied, he 
conceived the boldest idea which has ever 
emanated from his fertile brain.

The Negroes Were Peddlers and They 
Guarreled With Quinn for Taking an 
Apple—- Ie Abused Them and They 
Threw Stones—Drew His Revolver. 


Christopher Quian, Superintentent of the 
Townsend Feed Co., 2123 Lucas avenue, was 
loading hay onto a wagon inthe alley in the 
rear of of the feed store yesterday at (p. m., 
when he got inte fight with two negroes 
named James Stewart of Bonfield, Mo. and 
John Love of Rolla, Mo. The negroes 
attacked Quinn with stones and one of the 
several missiles thrown struck him on the 
head inflicting a slight scalp wound. 

After receiving this injury Quinn drewa 
revolver and fred four shots at the assall- 
ants, two of which took effect. One of the 
bullets lodged in Stewart’s left leg 
while John Love, the other negro, received a 
leaden ball in the right breast, which also 
pierced the lung. 

The emergency ambulance was called. and 
Love was conveyed to the City Hospital 
In a critical condition. Stewart refused 
to go to the City Hospital, and was 
removedto the residence of friends in the 
rear of 2120 Morgan street. Dr. Smith of 
2801 Washington avenue dressed his wound. 

Quinn, who is a married man 43 years old, 
was arrested by Officer Tierney of the Third 
District and was fully identified by both 
Stewartand Love. It is thought that the 
latter’s injury will prove fatal. 

The negroes were peddling vegetables in 
the alley, and it is alleged that Quinn ap- 
proached the wagon and, it is said, threw some 
apples out of the vehicle. The negroes re- 
monstrated with him, and, it is said, he 
called them vile names, whereupon they 
thew stones at him. 

Quinn admits taking one apple, but other- 
wise gave them no provacation for the as- 
sault upon him.

The plates were tested, and to the 
astonishment of the Ordnance Bureau and 
the investigating committee, they were 
shown to De equal to the halves in ballistic 
tests which are admitted to have Deen re- 
treated. The top half of No, 618, in fact, 
gave such remarkable results that it would 
have earned a premium had it represented a 
ballistic group ot armor. An explanation of 
‘this remarkable result was secured to-day, 
when Capt. Sampson swore that the sup- 

per half of plate No. 619 had never 

o the plate, but had been part of a 

much superior piate. It was probabiy sub- 
stituted by the company to guard 
against the possibile fallure of the bottum 
half of the plate, or to prevent detraction in 
case the ordnance officers suspected that the

MISSOURI'S SENATORIAL ELECTION. 
The repeated rumors of Senator Vest’s 
retirement at the close of his present term 
in will stimulate Missourians who are 
ambitious for Senatorial honors to active 
campaigning. 

This campaign work if not already be- 
gun will soon be opened quietly, but vig- 
orously, in the Legislature, among hold- 
over Senators and among Representatives 
likely to be re-elected and in the party or- 
gahizations. Fences will be ‘‘fixed,’’ 
wires laid and combinations formed for 
the struggle two years hence. 

If the usual plan of leaving the selection 
of Senators to the Legislature is followed 
again in this State, the people will in re- 
ality have little to say in the determina- 
tion of the contest. The election will be 
settled by secret deals in committees, or 
by the perfunctory action of county nomi- 
nating conventions, or by, combinations 
and dealsin the Legislature. The people 
are so far removed from the final choice 
and their influence is so indirect that they 
may not only have practically no partici- 
pation in the result, but it may be 
in opposition to their wishes. 

We do not hesitate to affirm that the 
great majority of Missouri Democrats—all 
in fact not bound to the service of particu- 
lar candidates—are in favor of the election 
of Senators by the people. A step 
in this direction and the »next 
best thing possible is the nomination of 
Senators by popular convention. It may 
be urged that the convention may be 
manipulated by bosses through deals and 
combinations. This is true, but the con- 
vention is not as easily controlled as the 
Legislature, because its membership is 
more numerous and every member is fresh 
from the people with direct instructions. 
There is a popular referendum. The peo- 
ple may approve or condemn the conven- 
tion’s choice. They do not then have to 
accept for six years a Senator chosen for 
them by the Legislature without consult- 
ing them. 

If this great advantage is to be secured 
by the people of Missouri for the next 
Senatorial election, now is the time for 
preparation before the secret campaign 
progresses so far that entanglements and 
combinations make it difficult to force a 
popular nomination. Delegates to the 
next Democratic State Convention must be 
instructed to nominate a candidate for the 
Senate. If the Republicans and Populists 
are wise they will force this issue on the 
Democrats.

**Halt’’ all along the line, for the 
purpose of arranging and consummating 
an international agreement for the arrest 
of this greatand growingevil. The agree- 
ment proposed is that no nation included 
in it—and it is hoped all will be—shall 
**increase the war budget as already fixed 
for the present year, during the remaining 
years of the century.’’ In other words, 
that the estimated cost of the military and

As for poor 
Italy, she has foes within as weil as foes 
without who demand eternal vigilance on 
her part.

THE SUICIDAL MOTIVE. 

A few days ago a young woman attempt- 
ed suicide in a wretched tenement house 
on the east side of New York. When the 
circumstances were investigated a tragedy 
of deep interest and pathos was unearthed. 

In the one room which served as her 
home, the neatness of which was in strik- 
ing contrast with the other miserable 
abodes of abject poverty, were a library of 
books anda writing desk. The library 
contained copies of Shakspeare, Goethe, 
Schiller and other great poets which had 
been worn with use. The girl—she was 
scarcely 20 — was a Russian. She was 
reared in ignorance and poverty, and had 
been wronged when a mere child. But 
bhe had found good wages in this country, 
and an opportunity to aéquire a little 
knowledge of books. She discovered a 
passion for literature, and the best liter- 
ature. Her books gave evidence of in- 
telligence and taste. But bound toextreme 
poverty by a dependent family, an ignor- 
„ant husband and lack of employment, she 
yielded to despair, On her desk were 
these lines: 

I feel that my dust feelings begin to fade 
away. 

Woe! Why mast I see my true self only at 
night and in dreamland? 

I would cling to the best. I would soar 
high to the habitation of virtue, of purity. 

These lines reveal noble aspirations and 
infinite pathosin the tragedy they were 
intended to close. But the defense of 
Suicide stops there. It i¢ impossible to 
say that, with all the reasons to seek 
death this girl had, she did nobler to 
yield to despair than to strive against dif- 
ficulties. Who knows what results might 
not have been achieved by the influence 
and persistent work of this high mind? 
Merit does not lie in aspiration, but in 
achievement. )

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the United States cruiser Atlanta (8,189 
tons, 3,611 horse-power and built of steel) 
was on her way over the summer seas 
from Boston to Newport. When about 
twenty-five miles southeast of the New 
South Shoal Lights runs the record 
the lookouts reported a wreck in sight, 4 
which proved to be the schooner Golden 
Rule, run down by a steamer on J uly 20. 
The wreck was floating bottom up and 
spparently ‘‘anchored by the bow, and 
being ‘‘a dangerous obstruction to navi- 
gation,’’ Capt. Bartlett very prop- 
erly determined to destroy it 
then and there. So from the serene 
safety ofthe bridge, he ordered the ship 
*“*cleared for action,’’asif the whole of 
„the Queen’s navee“ was bearing down 
upon him. Then ‘‘acouple of broadsides 
were fired at the dereliot, but, strange 
to relate, ‘‘the shot went clear through 
without doing much damage.’’ The gal- 
lant Captain adjusted his binoculars, and, 
after taking a good look through them, 
decided that something else must be done. 
Having no torpedoes on board to biow the 
wreck up, be naturally resolved to try the 
ram attachment and runitdown. And 
this is what occurred afterward, if we may 
trust the semi-official report: 

First, a light blow was Gelivered at the 
stern to see what condition the vessel was 
in. She was found to be practically new, 
Dut gave way readily to the ram. Another 
blow was made upon her quarter to learn 
what her cargo consisted of, and it proved to 
de empty barrels. Next the Atlanta drew off 
and approached the schooner under full 
speed, striking her amidships. The schooner 
was so lightand the ram so deep that she 
was thrown away from the Atlanta and 
righted, though the blow cut a gash half 
throggh her. A second ram was made, and 
the schooner wascutintwo. The Atlanta“ 
engines were disabled, beingin poor conal- 
tion, and the warship was obliged to with- 
draw under sail while the sternpost of the 
schooner drifted off toward George's Banks, 
and the bow still remained anchored, Capt. 
Bartlett would have destroyed the whole 
craft it pussibie, but the crippled condition of 
his vessel prevented. About two hours were 
consumed in the wort. 

The Atlanta managed to get into New- 
port with ‘‘her bow presenting a much 
marred appearance, while the bow of the 
Golden Rule is just where it was, and 
ready to sink any small vessel that 
happens to strike it. 

We are not surprised to learn that two 
days after the Atlafita’s arrival, Com- 
mander Harrington, U. 8. N., lectured in 
the War College course at Newport ‘‘on 
Khe place and office of aram ina fleet. 
But we are surprised to learn that he 
made no reference whatever to the damagé 
sustained by a first-class ram-clad cruiser 
in ramming a wooden schooner loaded 
with empty barrels.

I Know nothing of Nathaniel Minor, but he 

knew a good book when be saw 
one, and was willing to pay good money for 
it. It is **Seneca’s Morals, by way of Ab- 
stract,’’ the ‘‘Abstract’’ being done by Sir 
Roger L' Estrange, quite à political and t- 
erary Celebrity in his time, who died in 1704 
at the ripe age of 88. It was: evidently a 
labor of love with him, for he says in 
his Address to the Reader’’— ‘‘Wnether 
it pleases the world or no, the care is 
taken; and yet I could wish that it might Be 
as delightfulto others upon the perusal, as 
ithas been tome inthe speculation, Next 
to the gospel itself, Ido look upon it as the 
most sovereign remedy against the miseries 
of human nature; andl haveever found it 
80, in all the injuries and distresses of an un- 
fortunate life.’’ 

Many othecs have found it so besides Sir 
Roger; and wilifiad itso aslong as human 
nature has ‘*miseries,’’ which require the 
comfort and encouragement ofa strong and 
lofty soul. Seneca, the man, bas been 
severely criticised, and possibly deserves it, 
though I am disposed to be more charitable 
to him; but Seneca, the philosopner, ts with- 
out a rial ia his line. His philosphy ts for the 
everyday use of everyday men not ta the 
jeast speculative, out entirely intelligible 
and thoroughly practical. Kven in tue 
translation nis ianguaye isnot excelled in 
beauty by any of the ancient classics, while 
few or none of the moderas can approach 
him. He was Nero’s tutor, and died by the 
order of that unspeakable tyrant A. D. 65. 
Yet through the din and tumult of eighteen 
centuries de still speaks to us in words like 
these: 

The noblest virtue is not fostered by la- 
Ccense and garlaads, Dut Dy sweat and blood. 

The safest ruad to virtue is repentance. 

Wesay that a Kindness has been thrown 
away; but what we have offered to the Gods 
is not lost, and Kindness, even to the un- 
grateful, isa holy offering. 

lt is our that Make us rich. 

Do not fear that you have wasted your 
study if you have taught yourself. 

if you would live for yourself, live for 
others. 

Religion worships; 
phemes. 

God is satisfied with being loved and hon- 
ored, and fear cannot be mixed with love. 
Noone has known God; many think ill of 
him, and he harmsthem not. There is no 
pure soulin which God is not. He seeks no 
servants, but himself serves the human 
race; belong always near to each one of us. 

Nothing is vaser than to wish for death, 
and it ig foolish to fear what cannot be 
escaped. Thereare no new tyrants in that 

state of liberty.

“ Driven Out of Virgtata. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 11.—The so-called 
Industrials, composed of the Coxeyites and 
Galvinites, who have been camping at 
Rossiyn, Were driven from the soil of Vir- 
ginia shortly after daybreak this moraing by 
the militia of that State. The raid was made 
without the least resistance from the 
‘‘armies.’’ The huts which had been

At 8 o’clock this morning the men were 


lined along the Acqueduct bridge which joins 
the outskirts of Washington with the State 
of Virginia, watching their only property go 
up lun smoke.

They fearedto enter the District of Ool- 
umbia, as they believed arrest as vagrants 
awaited them, and there they are waiting 
for something to turn up. Their fears, how- 
ever, were groundless, for but a single 


policeman guarded the Washington end of 
the bridge, and he had no intention of mo- 
lesting them as was evidenced by the fact 
that several took their chances and entered 
the city Umits, though the great majority 
remained on the britge. 

Many complaints have poured upon Gov. 
O'Farrell within the past week or ten days 
of the growing nuisance at Rossiyn, for 
which there seemed no remedy but a com- 
plete routing ot the commonwealers by the 
military. 

After mature Geliberation and consulta- 
tion v. O' Farrell decided to act. The 
strictest secrecy was observed in order to 
keep the Washington authorities ia ignorance 
of what was going on. The Governor de- 
talled three companies of the ist 
Virginia Regiment at Richmond and 
the Alexandria Infantry under 
command of Adjt.-Gen. Anderson. The 
militiamen were equipped for field service 
with twenty rounds of ammanition each. 
The troops started at midnight and reached 
Rossiyn at B a. m., Where they camped await- 
ing day break before the raid should be 


made. 

The industrials were not ufaware of the 
coming of the militia for shortly 1 mid - 
night the word was around that the 
were to be routed from their camp, Soon a 
became ovustie and excitement. Several 
camp fres, in Addon to those already 
lighted, were lighted, and torches were car- 
ried from tent to tent.

Princess Bismarek Is Alasmingly - 
Ex-Emprees FreGerich Suffers From 
Rheumatism — Revival ef the Von 
mene Scandal—Gessip Frem Berlin.

Ant., Aug. 11.—OCholera is slowly but 
steadily spreading westward. The disease 
has obtained a foothold in alneteen Russian 
provinces, where deaths Dy hundreds are re. 
corded daily. 

Oholera exists in seventeen districts of 
Galicia and scores of Geaths from the disease 
take place every day in that section. In East 
Prussia, especially in Dantzic, the situation 
grows worse in spite of the closing Of the 
frontier at Golub on the River Dreweas, op- 
posite Dobrozin, Poland. 

According to the official report, cholera 
bacilli have been found floating in the River 
Vistula and a number of fatal cases are also 
privately reported from Holm and Golub. 
The rest of Germany appears to be free from 
cholera, although a few sporadic cases have 
occurred here and tuere. 

Two strongly armed new cruisers, Cor- 
morant and Condor, now if reserve at Kiel 
will be sent to Bastern Asta. Bach of these 
cruisers is manned by 10 men. 
The gunboats Iltis and Wolf are already 


in Chinese waters and with the three cruts- 
ers sent to the far st last Week and the 
Cormorant and Condo will have a 
total force of seven ships and about 1,000 
men in the vicina of Corea. Duke Freder- 
ick William of Meekienberg is serving as a 
naval lieutenant on board the Alexandrine, 
one of the cruisérs now on her to Corea, 

It ie estimated that nearly 8; Russian 
troops are in Siberia, and they have with 
them sixty-four heavy guns. This, in on- 
nection with the fact that Russia has sent 
eight warships under sealed orders to Corea, 
and that the Commander-in-Chief of Eastern 
Siberia has been instructed to hold the troo 
of that district in readiness to march ata 
moment, is regarded as significant. The 
Japanese diplomats here express perfect 
confidence that the powers will not permit 
China to annex Corea. 

Priace Bismarck is still at Varsein and he 
continues to eajoy good health. After break - 
fast almostevery morning he takes a walk 
in the park, accompanied by his two dogs. 
The other day, pointing to his two favorite 
dogs, the ex-Chancellor said mournfully: 
**You see everything around me is growing 
old; dogs, horses, and. alas, my dearly de- 
loved wife also. 

When the Prince fintshes his walk, he 
takes a substantial lanch, giving preference 
to cold fowl, crabs. etc. Ih the afternoon he

TURNED-DOWR COLLARS ARD 
BRIDES HORSEBACK. 


The Worrtes Which Bave Arten Since 
He Took O®ice—He Doesn't Belong to 
a Singt Paris Club—Strange Historic 
Incident Concerning Carnot.

Paris, AUK. 1.—As Autolycus, who made it 
his Dusiness to gather uneonsidered trifies, 
was always popular among the classical gos- 
sips those wares tm which he particularly 
dealt have perpetuated his popularity to this 
day, and the intelligent Student of a man’s 
character attaches importance to the minor 
events in which the man figures, events that 
rarely find their way into priat and are thus 
unknown aad unenjoyed by the reading 


thousands. 

Hitherto, with the exception ef Marshal 
MacMahon, none of the Presidents of Frante 
has known how to ride. Neither Thiers, 
Grevy nor Carnot were horsemen, Casimir- 
Perier, on the contrary, is a fervent lover of 
what has Deen called the nob lest conquest of 
man, and rides to perfection. One day re- 
cently he went tothe Bols mounted on a gu- 
perbd animal, He was accompanied dy two 
officers of his household and followed by a 
groom, Naturally his appearance caused a 
sensation and he was saluted all along his 
route, It is said that the bicycle mania has 
done a great deal of harm to the art ol rid- 
ing, but now that the first Magistrate of 
France prefers the real to the steel horse, 
perhapé a re-actionin favor of the former 
will eet in. 

The portion of the Elysee Palace where M. 
and Mme. OCasimir-Perier have taken up 
their residenee is the second story of the left 
wing, the apartments deins the same as 
those occupied by the late President. The

large and perfectly square, and has three 
high mattresses. apoleon III., the Kine of 
Sweden, ismail Pasha, Thiers, and the sve- 
ceeding Presidents slept in it. Allof the 
sovereigns who visited Paris Guaring the em- 
pire slept in this bed,excepting the late Czar 
Alexander, who objected to it on the ground 
that it was too comfortable, He preferred a 
small iron bedstead that he brought with 

and the hardest mattress the palace 
The decorations of the bed 
and red. The panels are 
adorned with gobelin tapestry. 

There are two new fashions that have al- 
ready deen established by Mu. Casimir-Perier, 
The President wears a turn-down collar, and 
turn-down collars have therefore become 
immensely popular. The President wears no 
beard, bat ew ty an American-lookin 
mustache. Already the Darbe a la Presiden 
is in vogue, and the French coiffeur rejoices. 
While the majority of the French arrange 
theirs a la brosse, like a short-bristied brush, 
M. Casimir-Perier wears his a little longer 
and smoothes it down over his ears. 

The new President does bot smoke at all, 
and if he is occasionaliy obliged to light a 
cigar in society, he gives a puff or two and 
then throws it away. 

Two weeks ago Sanday M. Oasimir-Perier 
appeared forthe firsttimein the insignia of 
the Grand Cross Of thé Legion of Honor, of 
which order he is, by virtue of his office, the 
Grand Master. The collar is of massive gold 
aed consists of two rows of eonsular fasces 
after the Roman pattern, with stars linking 
them together. Between these rows are 
seventeen medallions embiematicall on- 
gra vod and encircled with crowns and open 
ieaves and gold. The interlaced letters H 
and P (Honneur, Patrie) connect tie 
medallion, and all the chains meet in front, 
where a double crown of oak, laurel and 
palm incioses the monogram R. F., and from 
this the cross is suspended. 

At the back of each medallion is engraved 
the name of the President who has worn it 
ana of the Grand Chancellor who has 
officially presented it to him. Since the 
order was instituted there have been thres 
of these grand collars. The original was 
made for Napoleon I. and was also worn by 
Napoleon II The second belonged to the 
family of Murat. A third was Known to have 
existed, but it could not be traced until quite 
unexpectedly it was found in the possession 
of the Emperor of Austria, who wore it 
when he visited Paris in 1867. It then ap- 
peared that it had been given by Napoleon 
I. tothe Emperor Joseph on the occasion of 
Napoleon’s marriage with Marie Louise and 
had remained from that date in the posses- 
sion of the Austrian imperial family. The 
collar Worn by M. Casimir-Perier cost 10,000 
francs 

The President's little son had rather a bad 
time of it just before his father was elected. 
Claude Casimir-Perier is only a schooiboy 
and attends the College of Janson de salliy. 
A few days before the election his compan- 
ions took especial pleasure in surrounding 
him and shouting out, *‘‘Vive Dupuy! Dat 
Claude took the chaff with perfect good na- 
tare and the result is that Toto President’’ 
is now a Very pular young man. 

A. Casimir-Perier belongs to none ot the 
many clubs of Paris. Thisis noticeable de- 
cause Parisis especially rich in resorts of 
this description, and everyone whois any- 
one is supposed to have his name enroliced 
upon some one or more lists of membership. 
Before 1870 his father had been elected at 
the Union Olubd, but he went there very 861 
dom, and at one time remarked that the only 
use it had ever been to him was to affora him 
a place where he could 3 write a 
letter or brush his heir. He resigned bis 
membersbip when de publicly espoused a 
republican form of government. About the 
same time and for the same reason his uncie, 
Paul, who is now a Senator, withdrew from 
the clab, which ts composed chiefly of Mon- 
archists.

He has under advisement sev- 
eral cases where competitors have violated 
the rules, and as soon as he hassifted the 
matter he will rendera decision. He has

ngton, whose case is so well Known, and 
who has been suspended until Jan.

He also warns Southern riders 
against R. A. Brantley, who at present rides 
in Jackson, Miss., and who is competing in 
races in different sections of the South. He 
is a professional, having been declared one 
on Dec. 24, 1886. The suspension of W.

Johnson for the 
record fiying start of one mile 
in 1:56 at the Waltham track has been inves- 
tigated and allowed. It has been discovered 
by the Racing Board that W. W. Worle, a 
professional, entered and competed in ama- 
teur races at Washington, Pa., under an as- 
sumed name, and action bas been taken 
against him. Asa result a prize won by him 
has been secured and returned tothe right 
winner. Racing men are warned against 
him, as they will all be declared profession- 
als if they again compete with him.

_ The dispatch says that the Japanese made 
a daring attempt to capture the forts and 
arsenal at Wel-Hal-Wel. The Japanese at- 

tacked in force four cruisers and several 
Smaller vessels heading the advance. 

The frst shots were exchanged at dar- 
light, but the Chinese were on the alert end 
their gunners returned a vigorous Ore from 
the forts. The Japanese apparently ex- 
pected to take the Chinese by surprise, while 
the latter’s warships were away, the 
Chinese squadron, with the « excep- 
tion ot some small .gunboats and a 
torpedo vessel, having sajled the day before 
for another port. But the gunboats and 
forts kept up such a well directed fire that 
the Japanese were unable to enter the har- 
bor. The Chinese torpedo boats were then 
ordered to advance, and when they did so 
the Japanese fleet retired. 


THE TELEGRAPH f CHINA. 


How the Outer World Communicates by 
Wire With Peking. | 

It was in 1872 that the first telegraph line 
was put up in oniga, and it was done through 
the agency of the Danish Northern Telegraph 
Co. of Copenhagen. The line extended from 
Shanghai to the port of Woosung, at the 
mouth of the river of that name. In 1894 the 
city of Foochow was connected with the so- 
called ‘‘Pagoda anchorage,” at the mouth 
of the Min River. It was not tfiliss0, how- 


ever, under the pressure of military necess!i - 
tles in the war with France, that the Chinese 
Government undertook to provide the 
country with a telegraphic tem, the ur- 
gent necessity of whichn‘it finally saw. It ap- 
plied to the Danish company ch fur- 
nished engineers, under whose direction the 
line between Shanghaiand Tientsin was im- 
mediately surveyed. It was prom balit 
by a large foreé of military and er work- 
men, under the close watch of the man- 
darins. That line was 0 Dec, 24, 1881. 
In 1888 the Canton-Hong Kong line was 
finished. That from 2 to Hong- Kong 
was completed in 1884, and iu the same year 
the wires were carried over the walls of 
Peking, which wes thus connected with the 
European telegraph system and came into 
Girect communication with Paris and Lon- 
Gon. That was at the height of the Franco-

In 1885 the rt of Oheefoo was connected 
with the Peking-Shanghai line; and in ths 
same year Seoul, the capital of Corea, with 
the North China system. In 1887 a branch 
line was carried from this system to Mouk- 
den, in the province of Sheng King, to reach 
the Siberian frontier at Hunehun and He- 
lampo. Between 1882 and 1887 thé Yangtse 
line was finished,so called because it touches 
at all the principal cities and open ports on 
that river. It reached Hangkow in 1884, and 
in 1887 the extreme frontiers of Yunnan and 
Tonquin. * 

The Chinese lines are built with galvanized 
iron wire, No. 7, carried over J Dn insu- 
lators on iron posts stuck into pine or 
Chinese fir. The instruments employed are 
of the Morse inkwriting type, The employes, 
except the Danish engineers, are all China- 
men, who generaliy kmow English. The 
Chinese characters are catalogued in a com- 
paratively short list, and are put into tele 
graphic signs according to thelr number in 
the Kanghi dictionary, which is taken as a 
basis. The first Chinese code was the work 
ofa Frenchman, E. Viguier, formerly in the 
customs service at Shanghal, and was 
devised On the same plan. 

At tbe present time direct communication 
exists between European cities and Peking in 
two ways. First, by the great Siberian line, 
as far as Viadivostock, by the cable from 
that port to that of Shanghai (via Nagasaki), 
and from there oY. the Imperial Chinese 
lines. The connection between the Russian 
and the Chinese land wires, though recently 
agreed upon at t. Petersbarg, has not yet 
been carried out.

Satolli’s anti- 
saloon decree. 

It isn ow evident,’’ sald he, that the 
Satollil- Watterson decision regarding saloon- 
keepers and Catholic societies will have a 
larger bearing upon Roman § Catholic 
affairs in this country than was at 
first anticipated. The Gelegate’s de- 
cision prevents liquor dealers and sa- 
loon-Keepers from being officers of a Catho- 
lic society ; it refuses to aamit them to mem 
bership in any Catholic society in the diocese 
of Columbus, and u Geclares that saloon- 
keepers who give scandal by reason of the 
way in which they conduct their business 
shall be refused the sacraments until they 
promise to reform. 

The decision has called forth the opposi- 
tion of a large number of Germar Catholics. 
These bave very many societies all over the 
United States, and, as they are largely con- 
cerned in the liquor interests, the decision is 
supposed to fall heavily upon them. Others 
also are in opposition, For instance, Bishop 
Spalding of Peoria says, in his straightfor- 
ward fashion, that it isa mistake to exclude 
saloon-keepers from Catholic societies, and, 
if they are admitted to membership, they 
must be eligible to office. 

A QUESTION OF ETHICS. 

Those who say that there is no more 
darm In drinking a glass of beer than a glass 
of water speak outside the question. No 
Catholic theologian teaches that the drink- 
ing of spirituous liquars is intrinsically evil. 
The question is largely one of public ethics— 
the advancement ofthe spiritual and tem- 
poral interests of Catholics and their Church. 
it is equally obvious that, though the Pope 
and the Apostolic Delegate and other eccles!- 


astical dignitaries drink wine, nevertheless 
this is no reason why they snould not set 
their faces against honoring saloon men,

**There isa difference betWeen a Catholic 
society and a society composed of Catholics. 
The latter needs bo official sanction, and has 
nothing to do with chureh affairs. Oficial 


sanction, or the sanction ofthe Bishop of the 
diocese, is necessary im order that an or- 
ganization be a Catholic society. 

**Reasonabiy enough the Bishop who gives 
such sanction looks to the personnel of the 
society and the conditions for memberships. 
He has to ard the honor ot the Obarch. 
And as the saloon business is looked upon as 
Gisreputable in the United states, a Bishop 
here does not wish to have saloonkeepers 
honored at the hands of any of his Catholic 
societies. 

Even admitting them to membership ina 
Catholic society is considered an honor, for 
it Makes them representative Catholics. The 
Catholics of the United States desire better 
representatives than saloonkeepers.

James Thornton Gets His Populer Crea- 
tions on Paper Through a Friend. 
Special Corresponaenee SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, Aug. 9.—Song writers are a 
type—the most melancholy, perhaps, in the 
vanishing ranks of Bohemia. 

They have their ‘‘gayer hours, to be sure, 
but the darker moods predominate, and the 
„mild and healing sympathy’’ supposed to 
be lurking in every vacant lot and roof- 
garden falis far short of their demands. 


Prominent. amens the Metropolitan trou- 
‘padours is James Ihornton, who has been 
teeter-tautering with the muses and music- 
dealers for the last sixteen years. 

When this melancholy prince sings for his 

supper he never knows whether he will 
feast at Delmonico’s or regale himself on 
dew end sunlight. 

One song that he could not sell for 10 shill- 
ings was worth $10,000to his publisher, and 
is still selling. 

Mr. Thornton wrote his first song, Re- 
member Poor Mother at Home, in 1889. 
Than Re was at college in Boston preparing 
for the summer vacation. He wrote the 
words n an hour, and with the woras in his 
pocket and thetune in his head went toa 
publisher and offered his wares. 

The Orm was not in the habit of buying 
music by ear. The young man did not know 
one note from another, but he could sing, 

and what he modestly ‘termed **dumb ex- 
pressions’*’ were good, and 60 were the 
verses. He sang for the head clerk, the gen- 
eral Manager and the members of the firm; 
they all agreed that ‘‘Remember Poor 
Mother at Home’’ would do, and the com- 
poser was sent for to take“ the music from 
the college boy’s mouth. The price agreed 
upon was $2.50 in cash and fifty copies. 

Referring to the occasion Mr. Thornton 
says: Itrew ten inches the day the pub- 
lication was issued, and I saw my name 
under the title. It was a good thing my 
8 did not appear—I never could have 

Wed through that. I went home with the 
fifty copies under my arm and my poor littie 
mother thought she had a genius. Her ex- 
aggerated pride brought me to my senses, 
although I was the lion of the get to which i 
belonged. *’ 

Since then Mr. Thornton has written 
thousands of songs. He has them about his 
nome in scrapbooks too full to shut up. Hun- 
dreds have never seen the light, for topical 
songs are short-lived, even if they strike the 
popular notion; if they don’t they are worth- 
less. 

Scores of his songs that are not generally 
known are profitable and popular in other 
sections of the song-loving world, For in- 
stance, the Keeley Gold Cure’’ had a sale of 
20,000 copies in the neighborhood of the cure 
alone. Ever since Saw the Living Pict- 
ures and Dr. Fie- Crust, Doth comic, are 
greedily bought by visitors to New York. 

One of the songwriter’s best works, froma 
money point of view, is My Sweetheart’s 
the Man in the Soon, * which gave hima 
royalty of $6,000 in one year. 

In 1882, about the time Mars was coquet- 
ting with the earth, I started out one evening 
to com pose, something pertinent.“ said Mr. 
Thornton. It was ll o’clock and 1 chose 
Union square to court the muse. Mars was 
inscrutabie, but I foun@the man in the moon 

ovial enough. In fact, lcouldn’t get away 

rom his fascinating grin ana about mid- 
nighti had bim in song—rhyme, tune, time 
and all. 

needed a Mttie money then the werst 
way, and I went home, wrote the words, and 
the music as well, by a crude system of num- 
bers of my own devising; sent for the first 
violin, a most artistic German, whi wrote 
the scores for me, and before noon it was in 
the puDlisher’s hands and I had an advance 
of 326. 

Bonnie Thornton, the author’s littie wife, 
sung it for the first time at Tony Pastor's. it 
made ahit that night and made money for 
the house through the entire season. It is 
still selling in America, and Minnie Palmer its 
Singing it in London with gratifying suc- 
cess. 

„»The Irish Jubilee’ was my Orst success- 
ful song. says Mr. Thornton. There are 
678 words in it. I was going to Calfornia, 
and I wrote a bit of it in every State between 
New Jersey and San Francisco. On the way 
back I polished it up. In Chicago I offered it 
for su Nobody would look at it. The 
Natural Gas’ company was playing to good 
nouses, and I thought they might be able to 
use it with profit. I called at the office 
of Donnelly & Girard and very timidly of- 
fered it for the ridiculous sum or 686. I knew 
it had merit and only needed a hearing. 

It made me sick when the chief said he 
hadn’tany time to waste. I went home and 
chucked the manuscript in my trunk, and 
there it stayed for six months, getting 
tra gged and disreputable looking. 

Finally I bauled it out and sang it myself 
on the road and in the London Theater with 
great success. When it was sung to death I 
published it. Nowiit is sang by the Irish all 
over two continents; the publisher makes 40 
cents and I get 5 cents for tod A copy sold. 

**Somg-owners have absolutely no protec- 
tion, continued Mr. Thoraton. ‘‘Ifa new 
song takes and a newspaper man happens to 
mention the fact the composer knows what 
to expect. The bours of his prosperity are 
numbered. At the following performance 
there will be shorthand men and women in 
the audience stealing the words and music 
as well, and the more the song is encored the 
worse it Is for the owner and the Detter for 
the pirates.*’ 

Rather a pretty bit of human hature is con- 
hected with Mr. Thornton’s **‘ When Summer 
Comes Again. He tells the story thus: 1 
was on the road with the Fanny Rice compa.- 
Dy. It was midwinter aud so intensely cold 
that business and spirits were depressed. 
Bvery body was downhearted; even the nat- 
urally light-hearted „16 Rice. She was 
looking Out of the car window at a bieak 
Wisconsin landscape and made some doleful 
remark. I ventured the hazard that it would 
De all right ‘when summer comes again.’ 

**Then I went back to my seat and wrote 
the pong. getting the meterfrom the music 
of the car wheels, and later a market for 

120,000 copies.

I have got 
acy number of tunes from the light dip of the 
oars; and ,the ticking of a clock isa reliable 
Assistant. 

When Mr. Thornton has a song in bis head 
he sends for his musical neighbor. The vio 
linist brings his instrument, pencil and note- 
book and the seance begins—witbout words. 
The song is whistied. A shake of the head at 
a false note is followed by anew beginning, 
and the air is whistied and hummed and 
sung until the composer catches the notes 
and gets them on paper. When this is ac- 
complished he plays the score and the au- 
thor makes corrections.

Mrs. Harriet Hubbard Ayer Released 
From the Lunatic Asylum. 


BRIEF CHAPTERS IN THE UIFE He- 
TORY OF A REMARKABLE WOMAN. 


The Motto Overthe Fireplace in Her Bed- 
Room-—Onoce the Wife of Milliomaire 
Herbert Ayer—Financial Disaster, Di- 
vorce and Scandal—Her Business Abil- 


ity. 


New YORK, Aug. 11.—Mrs. Harriet Hub- 
bard Ayer, who spent a year in a private 
lunatic asylum, has been declared sane once 
more. To-day an order was signed by the 
Supreme Court discharging Alfred Bishop, 
as the committee of her person and estate 
and restoring to her all her property and 
rights asasane woman. She was declared a 
lunatic in March, 1998, and when she ap- 
peared before the Sheriff's jury was in a 
pitiable condition. She wept and gave in- 
coherent answers to questions. The doctors 
said she was affected with melancholia, and 
had delusions of many kKipds. She heard 
voices in the alr and imagined persons were 
trying to kill her, While atthe asylum her 
expenses were $450a month. She was re- 
leased from there in April, and immediately 
assumed control of the affairsof the com- 
pany of which she is the principal owner. 
All parties interested declare she is perfectly 
competent to resume her former position of 
executive officer of the concern. Her ap- 
plication to the court was supported by 
amidavits made by the doctor of the asylum 
and several others. All declared that she 
has entirely recovered from her trouble and 
that there is no question Dut that she is per- 
fectly sane. 

So closes one chapter and opens another in 
the life history of a remarkable woman. 
With her affairs the public has been made 
familiar for several years through sensa- 
tional lawsuits, Into which great family 
skeletons have been Gragged with great res- 
ularity. Over the fireplace in her bedroom 
on Fifth avenue there run in quaint lettering 


these pretty lines: 

I'll be as patient as a gentle stream and make « 
pastime of each weary step. 

For many years Mrs. Ayer said that she 
took these lines for her special guidance 
each day as she arose. The weary steps 
have been many, and there are many who 
hopo that the patience of the gentie stream 
of Mrs. Ayer’stoming years will not beso 


sorely taxed as in the past. She was mar- 
ried when she was id years of age wy a belle 
in Newport. Her father was loneer 
of Chicago, and her education an home 
petting mace a lovable accomplished woman 
of her, fit to fli the place at once assumed as 
a leader in society. Herbert Ayer 
was almost a millionaire in 1866 at the time 
ofthe wedding, and laterhe added to his 
fortune in the iron business. The Ayer house 
was run on the most elaborate scale. 
Splendid entertainments were given and the 
social position of the beautiful wife was un- 
questionable. Children were born to the 
couple and their joy was unmarred by any 
clouds until the great panic of the early 
80°s came. Ayers’ iron business went 
down in the general smash. He became 

disheartened and went to Europe in 1883. 
When his wife sued for divorce three years 
later, she eharged abandonment and said 
her husband had falled to keep his promise 
to send her 800 a month. The custody of the 
children was awarded to her and she began 
to earn an Independent living. She wrote 
for the newspapers and then became the 
selling agent for a New York bric-a-brac 
house. She furnished the house on West 
Twenty-third street which Mrs. Langtry oc- 
cupied during her residence here. After- 
ward Mrs, Ayer established a 
purchasing agency of her own and 
then fnally plunged into business 
life and began to make and sell the toilet 
reparations which dear her name. she 
— the weakness of fashionable women 
and her success was immediate. Her daugh- 
ter Harriet was married to Allen Seymour. 
The elder Seymour furnished $50,000 with 
which the couple was started. In May, 1889, 
Mrs. Ayer began a sensational suit in court 
for the recovery from James Seymour of 464 
shares ofthe company. She charged he had 
taken the stock as collateral for his loan and 

retained it after being paid. 

But she made other charges which were 
even more startling. James Seymour, she 
said, bad tried to poison her, and when she 
went to Euro in 1888, Blanch Howard, the 
overness of her younger cb child, and Dr, 
‘ebfel, who afterward e Miss How- 
ara’s husband, were paid agente who under- 
took to put her out of the way. Mrs, Ayer 
roduced a picture of a prescription from 
r. Teufel, which called for a dose of thirty 
grains of sulphone! every hour. The 
Seymours allege that Mrs. Ayer had been for 
17 ars adaicted for years to the use of alcohol.

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A Letter in Reply to the Sentiments ef 
Col. Ingersell. 


New Tonk, Aug. 11.—Fr. Ducey contributes 
the following in reply to the letter of Col. 
Rott. G. Ingersoll on suicide: 

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll has asked: 
suicide a sin?’’ 

I do not Know how Col. Ingersoll can put 
such a question. He does not believe in sin. 
for he ignores and dentes the existence of 
the supernatural; and sin is defined as a 
crime against the law of God. 


Many people are very severe a st Col. 
Ingersoll. The seem to be unwilling to rec- 
ognize that he has any good qualities for the 
reason that heisa professed agnostic and 
atheist. Iam willing to admit that Col. In 
gersoll is a first-class know nothing when he 
Geals withanything supernaturel, but lam 
unwillig to recognize reoll as a 
know-nothing when sympathies 
are called upon in interest 
of suffering — 25 I know that Col 
Ingersoll isa man of large sympathies and 
that he is most Kindly disposed to relieve 
generously the afMiicted whose suffering is 
brought to his notice. I know this, not from 
hearsay, but from numerous cases where I 
have been called. and to the relief of which 
cases Col. Ingersoll had contributed with his 
mind, his heart anc most generously from 
his pocket. 

The Knowleége of his conduct broke down 
my prejudiceagainstthe man. When I re- 
fected on the goodness of his conduct I could 
not help givingtohim my r ition and 
sympathy, bat I give to him my unqualified 
concgemnpation when he attempts the part of 
the Gestroying angel against the virtues of 
Faith, Hope and Charity. 

Col. Ingersoll regards life from a natural 

ntofview. He says he does not take 
od’s heavens and heils into account. His 
horizon is the Known, and his estimate of 
life is Dased upon what he knows of the life 
here—in this world. He says that people 
should not suffer for the sake of the 
supernatural beings or for other worids 
or the ho and fears of some 
future state, and that our joys 
and sufferings and our duties are here. It 
seems to me that Col. Ingersoll’s great fault 
is that he is a destroyer and not a construc- 
ter. He robs poor humanity of the only hope 
that gives {t comfort and makes its afflicted 
existence endurable, and having robbed it of 
the Dread of hope he reaches out to it the 
stone of despair. 

Another bad point about the Colonel’s 
propagandism of destruction is that he 
always gives his interesting lectures for a 
large financial retainer. Perhaps the good 
Colonel spends this $1,000, $2,000 or 8. 000 a 
night that he is said to receive for the benent 
of the poor and despairing, and not for the 
comfort and iuxurr of those who are near 
and deartohim. The religion against which 
he Oghts is not without its compassion and 
devotion to humanity, and the suicide which 
he justifies is condemned by that religion 


which holds out to humanity hope and en- 


couragement.

The Course Off Kingstown Marred by « 

Shosl— How ‘Capt. Haff Safied the 
Vigtiant in Saturday’s Rece—The 
Triameu'ar Contest Outside the 
Herbor—The Vigilant’s Crew Not 
“@reen’’ Hands. | 


Ox Boa OF VIGILANT, orr PENZANCE, 
England, July.28.—Last night, as the Vigi- 
lant crossed the line a winner ig, the Royal 
St. Georg8 Begatta, a beautiful rainbow ap- 
peared in the sKy and those on board loot 
on it as a good omen. The two races at 
Kingstown were mot what the Vigilant 
people hoped for. 


The special correspondent of the WoRLD 
and Post-DisPaTcu had been told that the 
course was an open one, with no shoals or 
sandbanks to interfere, aud an the marks 
were in open places instead of being 
up créeks and within hailing distance of 
church doors, as they were on the Clyde. 
The marks were fairly sithated, but inthe 
middle of the course there was fa shoal to 
cross and the Vigliant’s board had to be 
taken up to the deck. That did 
not help her any in windward work. 
In the first race at Kingstown the wind was 
variadle, though steady as compared with 
some of the winds we have had here. it 
only shifted four times Guring the day. 
Spinnakers were shifted at least five times. 
During the race the Vigilant’s spinnaker was 
set six times and th@Britannia’s five times. 
The Britanoia erossed the line Sve seconds 
ahead, but she was under the lee of the 
Vigilant. The air was light and the 
Britannia drew away, and all through the 
day maintained thelead, though it ts doubt- 
fulifshe could have done so had the wind 
been true and steady from one quarter. 

There was no windwerd work, most of the 
legs being close reaches with the wind for- 
warc of the beam. On that polat of sailing 
the Britannia is slightly the better boat, and 
she was favored by the wing hauling to suit 
her. The wind wes light. Although the 
Vigilant does not go good in light weather, 
she moved faster on that day than on any 
day since she has been racing on this side. 
At the Deginning of the last round the 
Britannia had several minates leac, but the 
wind freshened a little when half way round, 
and the Vigilant began to overhaul her. Had 
there been two miles further to «o it is 
likely the Britannia would have been beaten. 


VICTORY FOR THE VIGILANT. 

On Saturday there wasa different story to 
tell, espesially in regard tothe result. 
Though the wind was nearly as light as on 
the day before, it was more steady. There 
was hardly enough wind atthe start for the 
yachts to maneuver to advantage on the 
line. However, Capt. Haff put Carter under 
his lee and kept himthere. It was a pretty 


sight to see the two yachts shoot across the 
line side by side. The wind was on the port 
and spinnakers were run out 
port, Immediately the Vigllant 
begantodraw away and passed the first 
mark thirty seconds ahead. From here on 
she slowly but surely increased her lead. On 
the third round she turned the Kish Light 
nine minutes ahead. From there it was a 
dead beat to windward to the line. She stood 
in toward the shoreandthe Britannia stood 
over under Bailey's Poiat. The wind favored 
her fully two pointsthere and threw her 
well up onthe Vigilant’s weather quarter. 
When the latter tacked to the northward it 
looked as though the Englishman would 
cross the Yankee’s bows. Capt. Haff oni 
stood far enough to get the northerly breeze 
however, and then came about oa the Bri- 
taunia’s lee bow. By the wind hauling to 
the north the Brittania gained so much that 
it looked as though she might be able to save 
her allowance, but the Vigtlant let out a link 
and crossed the line four minutesahead. It 
was along and hard race, I must gay, how- 
ever, that despite the fact thai the Britan- 
nia’s crew hate a reputation for smartness 
in handling sails, they saw plainly that the 
Vigilant’s crew wefe as quick as they and in 
many instances quicker. It was'poticed that 
in turning the mark the Britannia 
ave the stake boat a wider 
erth and made a longer turn 
than the Vigilant. There have been many 
remarks in English and American papers 
about the handling of the Vigilant. Capt. 
Carter is quoted in the New Yorn Herald of 
July 8, assaying that the Vigilant was un, 
doubtedly the faster boat if she was properly 
handled. I wonder If he still holds the same 
opinion, Out of nine starts, the Vigilant has 
had the better of it five times. One American 
skipper is quoted in the New York papers as 
sayina that Haff cannot gall a losingrace, it

A TRIANGULAR RACE. 

On July 238 and 24 the yachts met again at 
Queenstown. The course was a triangular 
one, outside of the harbor, with the dnish in 
front of the club-house off the city. On the 
morning of the first race there wasa strong 
northeast wind bDiowing. The first leg of 
the course wasa broad reach with the wind 
wellon the beam. The yachts crossed to- 
gether, the Vigtiant being on Britannia’s lee 
quarter.

Wasuineton,D. C., Aug. I1.—Recorder of 
Deeds Taylor, who has denied that he had 
any knowledge of the campaign assessment 
letters sent to the col employes of the 
Government departments by the Afro- 
American Democratic Bureau, bas been con- 
fronted with some interesting letters bear- 
his own signature. The portiy form and 
ebony visage of the Recorder looms up in the 
new developments as conspicuously as a 
sparrow in a field of wheat. Taylor 
made an awful how! abeut the action of Chief 
Clerk Still of the Bureau in sending out the 
assessment letters from the Bureau, and 
Still made a elumsy biuff of removing Taylor, 
his superior, from the chairmanship of the 
Advisory Board. Then Taylor wrote letters 
to the colored clerks telling them not to con- 
tribute, and that Still had gone bunting con- 
tributions on his own hook. 

It turns out that Taylor and Still were in 
the campaign fund collecting business to- 
gether, and the colored Recorder may have 
to explain some interesting ‘hings to the 
Civil Service Commissioners or lose his om 
Slal dead. When Still sent ont his letter the 
following note on official stationery was 
malled to the clerks:

The Still letter sald plainly that the colored 
officials would be expected to give assistance 
on or before a certain date, and Taylor 
seemed to give this request the emphasis of 
a demand. The Taylor note was pen-written 
and to each wasafixed the signature of the 
Recorder. When shown copies of the letter 
he promptly identified the signature as being 
authentic, but declined to state whether the 
business of importance was private or 
oficial in eharacter, or, in fact, to give any 
but an evasive explanation. it would seem 
from the changed tone of the next letter, 
also written on Government stationery, that

KixnosTon, Jamaica, West Indies, July 24.—

500. New York gets 8, with an aggaregate 
salary list of $17,500.

Credit is given the Administration for the 
appolotments of the resident Chief Post- 
office Inspector and Superintendent of the 
Rallway Mall Service, though, in fact, so lit- 
tle of thelr common field of operations lies 
outside the State that Missouri had a perfect 
right to those appointments. Missouri ts 
scarcely anything in the organization of the 
present Congress. There is one clerkship in 
the Sepate at $2,100, a messenger position at 
$2,220, held by senator COockreli’s son; 
committee clerkship at $1,440 and an- 
other at $2.220. In the House of Repre- 
sentatives the best position is a chief cierk- 
shipinthe clerk’s offiee at $3,600, held by 
thos.

$000 and a few laborers, scrub women, Ste., 
charged to Missouri bat holding positions 
for which the people have no reason to 
be obsequiously gratefui. New York, Un- 
nols, Ohio and Massachusetts seem to be co- 
piously taken care of throughout the legis- 
lative roster, and lowa and Kentucky come 
next in order of success in moving the ap- 
pointing arm. 

In discussing the right of Missouri to a 
large share of the general Federal patron- 
age Chairman C. C. Mamittof the Demo- 
cratic State Committee said: ‘‘Missouri is 
the fifth State of the Union in point of wealth 
and importance, and the leading Democratic 
State. She does not, itis true, give as large 
Democratic majorities as Texas or Louisiana, 
perhaps, but she elects more Democratic 
Congressmen and she has more Democratic 
votes in the Electoral college. But a 
President cannot be chosen by the Demccrats 
from Missouri, but must be taken 
from one of the doubtful States, New York or 
Indiana, and, as Missouri is reliably Demo- 
cratic, and as she cannot havea President, 
she is entitled to a larger share of the Demo- 
cratic Federal patronage than any other 
Democratic State.
